iff's deputies and several Ameri- 
can Legion members, armed with 
tear gas bombs/ and machine guns, 
drove the crowd back. Leo Thomp- 
son, 
of Pittsburgh, National Mi- 


ner's Union organizer, and said to 
have led the jail attack, was ar- 
rested.

$1,138.265 dae for the years 1927 
to 1930. 


The taxes were ordered paid by 


the attorney general following the 
supreme court's order that the 
East Ohio Gas Co must pay the 
usual levy on electricity brought 
from outside the state. The gas 
company unsuccessfully contended 
that such electricity could not be 
taxed in Ohio.

With the major part of the taxa- 
tion program—the intangible and 
motor vehicle tax bills—out of the 
way the path seemed clear today 
for the state legislature to pack 
up and adjourn next Thursday or 
Friday. 


One of the biggest problems re- 


maining to bother the assembly is 
the "bugaboo" budget and al- 
though the''legislature was hold- 
ing its customary week-end recess 
today the house finance committee 
met here to perspire over the task 
of lopping about $15,000,000 from 
the $74,000,000 biennial appropria- 
tion bill 


Next week the senate is expect- 


ed to concur in the house amend- 
ments to the motor vehicle tax 
measure which was passed by the 
lower legislative branch yeste.day. 


The bill passed the house by a 


vote of 72 to 45 and the only ma- 
jor change was the increase in the 
annual license fee on the 
high- 


priced cars from $20 fo $25 and 
from $25 to $35. 


Legislators estimate that the 


measure should produce about $25,- 
000,000 annually in revenue which 
is to be distributed between state, 
counties and townships, part being 
used for local governmental oper- 
ating expenses and the rest for 
highway improvement projects. 


Governor George White is ex- 


pected to send up his fourth mes- 
sage to the legislature early next 
week dealing with the taxation 
situation and the budget problem.

The old divorce 
law provided that "residents" must 
remain within the immediate vi- 
cinity of Reno; this didn't give 
"residents" much of a chance even 
to go fishing. The new law pro- 
vided that they could move about 
the state as they pleased. 


Some persons insisted that this 


"free movement" clause makes 
it possible for a person to take a 
six week's 
automobile 
camping 


trip within the state and secure 
aa immediate divorce in the little 
courthouse of the county in which 
he finds himself at the end of that 
time. 
As easy on divorceseekers as 


it could be made—that was how 
the new law was framed. Navada, 
under the half-year-residence law, 
had attracted wealthy divorce 
clients. The new law is devised 
to help the less-favored. 


Here is a statement, prepared in 


the office of 
Governor Balzar: 


•The present law requires 
six 


weeks' actual, not constructive, re- 
sidence to obtain divorce which 
may be heard behind closed doors 
and with practically all papers 
sealed." 


The secrecy element is one that 


was formerly possible only for the 
very well-to-do, with the aid of a 
powerful lawyer.

appetizing 'and .nutritious of all 
vegetables, is" on the market now 
in such quantities that its cost is 
approximately the same as 
for 


last year's crop sold in the winter. 
It can be brought for from three 
to four cents a pound according 
to the Bureau of Home Economics 
of the United-'States Department of 
Agriculture, .which highly recom- 
mends its use in the more elabor- 
ate as well as in the low cost die- 
tary.

Cabbage is a protective food be-, 


cause of its mineral and vitamin 


^Content .Calcium -is perphaps its 
•pfnost importa|it mineral. .It also 
•Contains.some T sulphur compounds 
*^fcich rja/e responsible for the .de- 


cided odor that deveippes when it 
is overcookecL If cabbage is cook- 
ed quickly in an open kettle this 
undesirable feature will be avoided 
entirely and there will, be no ten- 


dency to discoloration, the bureau 
says. 


Raw and cooked cabbage differ 


in their Vitamin C content for 
heat destroys much of this antis- 
corbutic vitamin. The loss of this 
vitamin in heating varies with dif- 
ferent vegetables but usually much 
of it is destroyed in cooking. Some 
of the soluble substances are left 
in the liquid after the vegetable is 
cooked. 
It this "pot llkker" is 


utilized the loss is lessened. 


Raw cabbage racks with oranges 


juice and tomatoes among the rich- 
est sources of Vitamin C. Fortun- 
ately raw cabbage is a delicious as 
well as inexpensive food and lends 
itself to many combination dishes. 
It can be served as a salad witn 
other vegetables or fruits, or can 
be chopped fine for sandwiches. 


w vegetable sandwiches and, since 


a deficiency of Vitamin C. causes 
irritability, lack of stimina, and re- 
tardation of growth, 
food which 


offer a generous supply should be 
eaten in abundance. 


Green raw cabbage leaves are 


richer in Vitamin A and iron than 
the white ones. 
The inner cab- 


bage leaves are relatively poor in 
this vitamin but it is not destroyed 
to any serious degree by ordinary 
cooking. Both Vitamins A and C 
are protective vitamins since they 
are a defence against nutritional 
deficiences that are most likely to 
appear when diet is composed too 
largely of grain products, meat, 
sweets, and fats. 


The other7 important vitamin 


found in cabbage is know as B, 
the antineeuritic vitamin that pre- 
vents beri-beri and stimulates the 
appetite. This one is more stable 
than C in cooking. 


The bureau sums up the vitamin 


worth of cabbage by saying that 
it iss most 
valuable when eaten 


raw. 
The proportion of .the vit- 


amins lost in Cooking depends upon 


the length of time and whether or 
not the cooking water with its! 
soluble constituents is saved. 
i 


Another virtue of cabbage, ini 


addition to its mineral and vitamin 
contents, is that it adds desirable 
bulk i n a non-irritating form. 


There are many varieties of the j 


cabbage family on the market, 
chief among which are common! 
cabbage, kale, collards, tarussels I 
sprouts, cauliflower and broccoli. 
Ali the others are much more ox- 
tensive than cabbage, which is un- 
ique in the fact that it is to be 
had throughout the year at reason- 
able rates. 
Cauliflower, for in- 


stance, is often identified as "the 
cabbage with a college education." 
We find when -we go to market 
that the more patrician the vari- 
ety of cabbage, the higher the cost. 


New cabbage is available ex- 


cept for the comparatively brief 
period from the time of heavy 
frost until January, when the first 
shipments begin from 
the Rio 


Grande Valley of Taxes. 
In the 


interlude "old" cabbage is on the 
market. 


Children as young as two years 


old may have cooked cabbage pro- 
vided it has not been cooked too 
long. In preparing it for the ta- 
ble the bureau says not to throw 
away the outer green leaves for 
they are the most valuable part of 
the head. 
Any discarded leaves 


might well find their way into the 
soup kettle. 


Cabbage sprouts, which grow on 


the stalk after the head is cut, are 
very tender and are green practi- 
cally all the way through. When 
boiled, they require only about five 
or six minutes to cook. They are' 
espicially delicious 
if 
scalloped 


with cheese sauce or mixed with 
other greens and cooked with ba- 
con.
